(Continued from Page 1) 


ting such place or dance to be carried 
on for period therein set forth, but 
no such license Shall be assigned to 
any person, club, society, firm or 
corporation, than that to which it is 
issued, and such license may be re- 
voked at any time by said board of 
trustees, if such person to whom 
such license shall have been issued, 
shall violate any of the provisions 
of this or any other ordinance of said 
city, or if it appears to said board 
that. a further conducting of such 
dance hall or dance shall be detri- 
mental to the_best interests or mor- 
als of such city. 

Section 4. Rates of license for 
public dance halls and dances are 
hereby fixed as follows: 

For every public dance where the 
same is not held or conducted in a 
regularly licensed dance hall, the 
sum of $5.00 for each day or pari 
of day, during which any such dance 
is conducted or carried on. 

For every public dancé hall con- 
ducted or carried on in said city the 
sum of $10 per month, payable quar- 
terly in- advance on the first day of 
each and every quarter. 

Section 5. A “Public Dance,” as 
that expression is used in this ordi- 
nance, shall be taken to mean any 
dance to which thepublic generally 
may gain admission to, or may par- 
ticipate in, by the payment of a fee. 


‘The term “Public Dance Hall,” as 
herein .used, shall be taken to mean 


any room, place or space in which 
a public dance, as herein defined, is 
held. 

The worg “Custodian,” as that ex- 
pression is used in this ordinance, 
shall be taken to mean the person 
usually and regularly having charge, 
care or custody of any person under 
twenty-one years, not living with his 
or her parents. 

Section 6. Every place, room or 
apartment in which a public dance is 
to be held, or which is to be used as 
and for a public dance hall, shall 
comply with and conform to all 
health ordinances and fire regula- 
tions of the city of Upland, and 
Shall be properly ventilated and sup- 
plied with sufficient toilet conveni- 
ences, and shall be a safe and prop- 
er place for the purpose for which it 
is to be used. - 

. Section 7. All public dance halls 
within the city of Upland shall at 
-fan times be kept'in a clean, health-

Section 10. Any person, firm, so- 
siety, club or corporation which shall 
violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be guflty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be punished by a@ fine, not to exceed 
$300, or by tmprisonment in the 
county jail, not to exceed ninety 
days, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment, in the discretion of the 
court. 

Section 12. This ordinance shall 
be in force and effect thirty days af- 
ter its adoption and approval.

One or the interesting buildings at 
Santa Fe is the old palace of the gov- 
ernor, and from this building for 305 
years Spain ruled a large part of North 
America now a part of the United 
States—Montana, part of Texas, part 

of Kansas, and part of Oklahoma. 

It was built in 1606 by Juan de 
Onate, who wis the great grandson 
of Montezuina, the Aztec emperor of 
ancient Mexico, and the grandson of 
Hernandez Cortez, the Spanish con- 





queror who subdued and took over the || 


Aztec or Indian civilization of Mexico 
and, with the sword in one hand and 
substituted 
‘Spanish civiltzation: El Palacio, as 
the building is termed in Spanish, was 
originally designed for a palace, castle 
and fortress. 

Its vicissitudes during more than 
three centuries; under Spanish, Indian, 
‘Mexican and American rule,. formed a 


“most dramatic and thrilling chapter in 


the history of the nation. For three 
centuries it was not only the seat of 
government, but also the home of cap- 
tains general and goyernors, their re-. 
‘tainers and families, and from time to. 
time it housed the dungeon, the Jail, 


supreme court, the territorial secre 
tary and family, the teritorial law li- 
brary and law offices. On every page 
of the history’ of the venerable edi!- 
fice one finds romance, stirring inci- 
dents and important episodes, in which 
the figures of Spanish conquerors and 
Franciscan ‘monks, Indian chieftains 
and American adventurers, soldiers, 
statesmen, authors, scientists and 
dainty society ladies step into the 
spotlight to vanish again as Father 
Time, grim and inexorable, swings his 
cycle—Exchange. —

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DEHYDRATION OF GRAPES PLAN 
OF CHICAGO PROMOTER 

A dehydrating plant for use in 
treating grapes in the Cucamonga 
district is projected by C. E. Mark, 
who is in Los Angeles negotiating 
with one of the largest California 
fruit-growing and distributing com- 
panies. According to Mark dehydra- 
tion will save millions to California 
grape growers. In the Cucamonga 
district the grape men have for sev- 
eral months been figuring that pro- 
hibition has not destroyed the mar- 
ket for wine grapes, and prices are 
soaring. ' 

This is Mr. Mark’s version of, the 
situation: 

“Until recently we had an idea 
that the center of dehydration was in 
the East,” said Mr. Mark, “but we 
were in error. California is the real 
center of dehydration. Time will 
not only prove this fact, but it will 
also show that a vast sum will be 
saved annually to your fruit growers 
through proper dehydration. Dehy- 
dration is yet in its infancy. When 
its value is fully .understood your 
fruit and vegetable growers will see 
what an important bearing it has on 
the economic life of the whole coun- 
try, both in preserving food prod- 
ucts which now are wasted and in 
bringing California products to re- 
mote markets which are now out of 
reach. 

“Its vast importance to the grape 
growers alone may be better appre- 
ciated when it is understood sthat 
wine grapes properly dehydrated 
bring from $300 to $400 a ton in the 
present markets, whereas the same 
grapes on the vine bring the produc- 
er $40 to $60 a ton. A single large 
fruit company, whose headquarters 
is in Los Angeles, expects to market 
nearly 10,000 tons of wine grapes 
grown in the Fresno district and 
about 1500 tons in the Cucamonga 
district. The fact that prohibition 
has closed the wineries of the state 
means that. the greater part of this 
crop must be dried in order to be 
marketed; otherwise, it will net a 
heavy loss to the growers. Prohibi- 
tion, in fact, has created a _ situa-
